EFFICTS of "REVOLUTIONARY* VIOLENCE 

Nicaragua 

The people of Central America speak 
the effect* 5f revolution on their daily 

expressed his frustration at what happened to th* democratic 

revolution he helped lead: linkad to 

"Peace in Central America i* 

Nicaragua. There can be no peace in Central America 
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th«r« i» no internal peace in Nicaragua. There cm be no 
peace in Nicaragua as long as the slaughter of the MisKitoB, 
c mm a and RaMas continues y as long as there is no freedom of 
the press} and as long as the occupation by Cuban, German, 
Soviet and Bulgarian troops continues. This is what we 
resent in these nine commanders. We were the only people in 
the world capable of practicing non-alignment, because we 
made our revolution in the 20th century supported in the 
first two years by $1.2 billion in aid from around the 
world. We got help from everyone: from the Gringos, ^ 
Germans, Russians, French, Spanish, Swedes, Hor%:egians — — 
from all of Europe, Africa and the Arab World... We could 
h^ve practiced polydependency in order to avoid falling into 
a dependency on one of the two superpowers... We lost the 
chance no other people in the world had: The chance to make 
at true revolutio^^ genuine, the prototype of a Latin Ameri- 
can revolution . ” 


A number of minority groups in the country have undergone 
severe repression since 1979. Among these groups is the Miekito 
Indian population. A recently declared amnesty plan for Miakltos 
who have fled Sandinista repression met with this reaction from 

Enrique Bolanos: . .... -r.. j 

"The fMiskito amnesty decree! is discriminatory. It is 
welcome for the Miskitos because they deserve it, but It 
does not include others. This decree woul^^seem to have 
been made by a country like South Africa." 

Even flight to dea»cratic Honduras is no guarantee of safety 
for the Miskito, Sumo and Rama Indians. On January 12, 1984, 
well after the asuiesty offered for self-exiled Indians, the 
Honduran government "addressed the Nicardguan government again 
... to strongly protest the persecution, abuse and^lp^lling of 
Miskito residents in Honduras' Mosquita territory." 

The note was in response to a January 3 incident In which 
Sandinista troops crossed the border and entered the Honduran 
town of Quihaustara to force Miskito refugees to return to 
Nicaragua. This operation is itself testisiony to the 
ineffectiveness of the amnesty. 

There is other testimony as well. The Christmas Exodus of 
over 1,000 Miskito Indians, who left the country following ih€»ii 
Bishop, Salvador Schlaefer, and the flight of hundreds more in 
April 1984 contrast sharply with Sandinista claims that there is 
no Indian persecution. 

The Miskito Indians and many other Nicaraguans face perse- 
cution in spite of the fact that they resisted the dictatorship 
of Anastasio Somosa. The revolution that overthrew Bomosa was 
broad-based and dwsocratic. Unfortunately for the pe<^le of 
Nicaragua, the Marxiat-Leninist elen»nt of the coalition becasie 
dominant.

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Sinc« th« rise of this Marxist- Leninist faction, which 
includes the nine "cosaindantes" who hold power, many Micaraguans 
who have refused to cooperate with the Sandinxsta regisie have 
been harassed, arrested, and in sone :ase8, tortured. Some have 
lost jobs, and other have difficulty obtaining ration cards. A 
Nicaraguan citisen reported the following in March, 1983; 

"We all have to join [the Sandinista Defense 
CoBBBittees) • If you don't, they call you a contra , their 
tern for a counterrevolutionary, and you don t get an 
identification card to buy basic foods at cheap prices. 


The Nicaraguan press is censored, rights to habeas corpps 
and assesdily have been curtailed, and free labor unions have had 
^beir leaders harassed and their activities restricted-. These 
^••(xctions include even those who risked their lives in the 
fight against Sonoza. 

Nicaraguan poet Pablo Antonio Cuadra also worked for 
desiocracy in Nicaragua and opposed Sonoza. Now, four years after 

the Triumph, he is: w ..w 

"against the perversion of the Revolution which they 

have engineered ... My obligation as a poet is to hold up , 
the banner of resistance against the ^^emendous damage wliich 
is being done to Nicaraguan culture." 

The behavior of the Sandinistj would seem to indicate not 
only a lack of trust in the Nicaraguan people, as evidenced by 
their attempts to manipulate the 1985 election process, but a 
genuine fear of democracy. Cuadra commented on this an well; 

"I am excluded and isolated just as anyone who 
suggests an independent point of view or who defends the 
independence of the writer in the face of the power of the 
state. 

This fear extends beyond their borders. To quote Rangel 
again; "Democracy in Costa Rica cannot be accepted! it cannot be 
tolerated because it constitutes a permanent temptation for the 
population of Nicaragua." 


El Salvador 

The effects of revolution in Nicaragua have been repression 
and a pattern of husian rights violations* The efforts of the 
terrorists in El Salvador have been equally disruptive. By their 
own admission, they have been responsible for thousands of 
deaths. 

Shafik Jorge Hands I, head of the Salvadoran Communist Party; 

"During these three years of war, the PMLM has 

inflicted over 15,000 casualti^^ on the enemy armed forces. 

It has taken 2,350 prisoners."

This dedication to Marxism-Leninism has been a dominant 
strain in the Sandinista SKsveMnt since its Inception. Even 
before taking power, and at the saM tisie that the FSLN was 
trying to hide its true nature and appear as part of a 
broad-based coalition, the eleswnt of Marxism-Leninism was clear, 
A 1978 Sandinista Boletin reads: 

•This Sandinista nuclear vanguard must occupy and 
direct the governing organs.... This nucleus must base 
itself in the scientific doctrine of the proletariat, in 
Marxism-Leninism, as a sure guide for the transformation of 
society. • 

Miguel D'Bscoto, who is Poreign Minister, and Ernesto 
Cardenal, Minister of Culture, are both Catholic priests. 
Nevertheless, they both speak positively of Marxism, a philosophy 
which is inherently atheistic.

SMlcing to deny the Marxlet-Leniniet nature of the 
regine* apologiate for Sandiniaao also contend that the regiae is 
not supporting terror! sn in other countries and that its nasaive 
arns buildup since 1979 is due to O.S. pressure and hostility. 

This theory not only fails to take into account the fact 
that the buildup began while the U«S. was sending alaost $120 
million in aid but also ignores the O.S, medical teams who 
treated over 5,000 people in the Atlantic Coast region. 

More iag>ortant ly , arguing that Sandinisau) is not 
expansionist also means arguing with the statements of the 
Sandinistas themselves. In spite of concrete proof the 
Sandinistas have supported terrorists in neighboring countries, 
the Sandinista leadership has frequently denied exporting 
revolution but the following statements document the fervor of 
Sandinista support for insurgents elsewhere. 

Tobms Borge, on the second anniversary of the Sandinista 
victory, denied exporting revolution but included this sentiment 
in a Managua speech t 

"This Revolution goes beyond our borders. Our 
revolution was always internationalist from the moment 
Sandino fought in La Segovia.* 

Borge was lauding the participation of foreigners in the 
Sandinista victory and later in the same speech expressed his 
moral support for "revolutionary* Tvovements in other parts of 
Central America. 

Michael Kramer, writing in the Septeadier 12, 19B3 edition of 
New York magazine, quoted two prominent Sandinistast 

Bayardo Arce: "We will never give up supporting our 
brothers in El Salvador." 

Humberto Ortega: "Of course we are not ashamed to be 
helping El Salvador. We would like to help all revolutions." 

As early as May 1980, again well before the U.S. government 
ended its assistance to the Sandinista regime, no less an 
authority than Foreign Minister D'Escoto said: 

"You (the U.S.] may look at us as five countries, six 
now with Panama, but we regard ourselves as six different 
states of a single nation, in the process of 
reunification . ” 

Even more outspoken than D*Bscoto on this issua is Tomas 
Borge, who was quoted as sayings "Costa Bica is tho 
desiert,*^'' meaning, no doubt, that the fall of this unarmed 
democracy would be the culmination of D'Bscoto's "reunification." 

Borge told a North Korean audience in June 19B0 that 

"the Nicaraguan revolutionaries will not be content 
until the imperialists have been overthrown in all parts of 
the world .. We stand with the forces of peace in progress. 
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which tlM Socialist countriaa.* 

Mora racantly* tha Playboy intarvia%#ar aakad Borga to 
raapond to tha raaark that ainea tha ravolution tritMiphad in 
Nicaragua, *it will ba exported to El Salvador, than Guataauila, 
than Honduras, then Mexico? • Borga* a rasponaai "That is one 
historical prc^hacy of Ronald Reagan's that is absolutely 
truaf*^ 


The Sandinistas proaiise to hold an election this year, but 
obviously intend to linit the choices available to the Nicaraguan 
people. 

As early as 1981 Huaibarto Ortega aada tha eosiwntt "Raep 
firnly in your ad.nd8 that these elections are to cyy s o lidata 
revolutionary power, not to place it at stake." Ha 
reiterated this view in 1983 when he said that tha Micaramian 
people had already had their election in the revolution and had 
chosen tha PSUt. 

Sergio Raaiirez, a aeBd>er of the three s^n coordinating 
junta, had this to say about elections} 

■The Nicaraguan people will have to choose and vote for 
one candidate. That candidate is the. revolution. This is 
very ieportant." He later addedt ■It is a guestion of 
which parties have the nost responsible progress and who can 
really guarantee the pe^^le they will go ahead with the 
revolutionary process . " 

In spite of the best efforts of the Marxist-Leninist leader- 
ship to convince North Aswricans that theirs is a noderate, 
non-Cossunist and non^ threatening revolution, their own words 
show clearly what their beliefs are and %rhat their aiss are. 
Skeptics do not have to listen to the critics of 8andiaisaK>i they, 
have only to listen to its leaders.

Introduction 

After nemriy five years, the Sandinistas have repressed 
naarly every sector of Nicaraguan society# including those which 
iMlpud it to overthrow the Soasxa dictatorship in lt79. The 
Sandinistas have been particularly harsh toward the Niskito 
Indians# forcing at least 25,000 into eaile, and relocating 
10,000 to the interior of Nicaragua. 

Independent human rights groups have documented cases of 
disappearances, killings, and torture involving Nicaraguan 
security forces. (1) Strong indications suggest that the Sandin- 
iatas have assassinated and kidnapped some of their opponents 
whether inside or outside of Nicaragua. Examples: the murders of 
Conmuinder Bravo in Honduras, Jorge Salasar in Managua# Hector 
Prances in Costa Rica and Anastasio Somosa in Paraguay. 

Many Nicaraguans who have refused to bow to Sandinista rule 

have been harassed# arrested and# in sosm cases, tortured. Some 

have lost jobs# and others are unable to obtain ration cards. 

Civil liberties have been progressively contained# the press is 
censored# the rights to assembly and habeas corpus are suspended. 
In short# Micara^ans today enjoy restricted human# civil «n<i 
political rights. 

It should thus come as no surprise that the Sandinistas have 
also repressed the two progressive forces of trade unions and the 
private sector. Criticism of Sandinista repression of labor and 
•gqpioyer groups# as it has becosM more and more heavy “handed , has 
sparked concern on the part of Amnesty International and the 
International Labor Organixatimi . 

Nicaraguan Labor Violations 

The International Labor Organisation <ILO» haa repeatedly 
criticised Nicaragua's failure to uphold international freedom of 
association standards. A minimnn of twelve complaints have been 
submitted by both labor and employer organizations against the 
Nicaraguan Government since 1980. 

The XL0*s special cossu.ttee on Preedoai of Association has 
concluded in virtually all cases that the murders# arrests and 
detentions# as well as numerous legislative restrictions on civil 
and labor rights# violate international standards.. 

In addition# the ILO's annual International Labor Conference 
has become increasingly adamant in its criticism of Nicaragua's 
violation of freedom of association. The 1982 Conference fell 
short of public condemnation after the Sandinistas agreed to 
cooperate and seek assistance from the ILO. 
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Utmn ^1m Confercnc* convanad In Juna# 1913* howavar# no 
aaaistanca had actually baen nought. Tha Confaranca aubaaquantly 
publicly highlightad for the first tiaa tha caaa of Nicaragua, 
and undar anch praasura, the govarnaMnt requested .foraal asais*- 
tanca froa tha ILO. 

Tha ILO coaasission on Praadoai of Association visited Nicar- 
agua in Dacaabar, 1983, and its findings ware discussed at the 
Governing Body aaeting in February. They will also be reviewed 
at tha next ILO Confaranca in June, 1984. (2) 

Tha International Confederation of Free Trade Unions 
<ICFTO) , officially protested to tha Nicaraguan govarnsMint on 
Dacasdiar 18, 1981, concerning restrictions placed on the 

attendance at a union training course given by tha International 
Center for Advanced Vocational Training in Turin, Italy. 

One candidate was selected Itom tha gova r nsiant-cont ro lied 
Sandinista Confederation of Nicaraguan Workers (C8T) , and one 
froBi tha Confederation of Trade Union Unity (CU8) , an independent 
free trade union. Tha CST candidate was approved, but tha 
Nicaraguan govamaant denied patad.ssion to tha representative of 
tha CUS. 


The govamsMint dismissed tha incident as a bureaucratic 
sd stake — the candidates had not cleared exit permits with the 
Ministry of Planning, they said — and neither candidate went. (3) 

Since tha creation of tha Sandinista-controllad union, CUS 
has ccxM undar attack, and its have bean repeatedly 

harassed. Members of the CST have been rewarded for their 
loyalty* As a result it is increasingly difficult for the 
independent CUS to survive as a free trade union. (4) 

As estimated 200 members of the Central da Trabaladores da 
Nicarawa (CTN) , a trade union federation affiliated with the 
Christian Democratic Confederacion Latinoasiericya de Trabala- 
dores (CLAT) , were reporte<i detained for questioning between 
June, 1981 and December, 1982. 


Some trade union leaders have in a number of cases been 
repeatedly detained. Juan Rafael Suaso, president of the union 
of workers at Managua cooking oil factories < Si^icato dw la 
Industrie Aceitera de Managua , or SITRZAM) , an affiliatu ot the 
CTN, was <Ketained for several days in March, 1982 and again in 
April, 1982. 


The charges were not brought before a court ^ and this in 
itself justifies questioning whether the arrests* represent a 
pattern of harassment or intimidation. 


On Novesd>er 7, 1982, Alejandro Amero and Dennis Maltes Lugo, 
social welfare secretary and treasurer respectively of the 
dockworkers* union of the Pacific Coast of Corinto ISindicato de 
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E»tlbador«« d«I Puerto d# Corlnto ) , dstaiMd on unapacified 

chargaa und«r Public Order L«v« TOacrae no. 5 of July 20, 1979). 

Alejandro Anero waa held in datantlon for a t%M> wae)c period, 
following which ha was ralaasad. At the tiaa of his raleaae, the 
case was still in the interrogation stage. 

Dennis Naltes Lugo was detained for a period of five weeks 
following which charges were dropped and he was subsequent ly 
released. Other aeadbers of the Doclworkers ' Onion, who have 
reportedly been detained for short periods of ties, have. In the 
past, been the subject of repeated appeals by Aauiesty Interna- 
tional. (S) The ICFTO also Issued a atatesMint calling Cor the 
release of the ieprlsoned dock workers. 

On May 5, 1983, 18 individuals, BK>st of thee leadern oi r 
CTN, were detained. While little information is availabl<a in i Il- 
legal situation of the 18 prisoners, all were reportedly •)<*tain»-ci 
under the Law for the Maintenance of Public Order and Sai:nrity; 
sone were reportedly charged under this law with having s/ibot <i 
or obstructed production in their work places. 

Amnesty is concerned that the 18 may have been detained 
solely because of their leadership positions in the national 
trade federation, the CTN. Although some' are believed to have 
been released, those still in detention have been charged under 
Public Order Law for various crisms, aaK>ng them sabotage and 
obstructing production. (6) 

In the course of 1982 Amnesty International and other human 
rights organisations have noted few cases of either convictions 
or lengthy sentences under the. Public Order Law clauses restrict- 
ing the freedom of expression, trade union organisation, and the 
non-violent activities of political parties. 

Most prisoners detained in relation to trade union, politi- 
cal party, or other activity not involving violence or the 
advocacy of violence have been held for relatively short periods, 
and released before trial proceedings have l>egun. 

In this regard, however. Amnesty International is concerned 
at what appears to be a pattern of harasssMint and intimidation 
through short-term but arbitrary imprisonment of supporters of 
lawful opposition, trade union, and other groups. (7) 

Some of these arrests are clearly arbitrary. The pattern of 
these arrests appears to represent a practice intended to intimi- 
date members or potential members ^r supporters oi independent 
trade unions, political parties, or other non-violent organisa- 
tions that are considered a potential challenge to current 
government policies. 

Throughout 1982 and continuing through mid-1983, members of 
organizations that have challenged govemsMnt policies have been 
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subject to froqaont ahortotona arrast and routina quaationing in 
« pattarn of obvious harassaient and intiaiidation. (8) 

Ona particularly disturbing axaapla of harassMnt was a 
racant Barricada (tha official Sandinista nawapapar) article 
labaling Xlvin Guthrie* the leader of an independent labor 
confederation r a *countarravolutionary.* With tha story was a 
cartoon, drawn by a state cartoonist, depicting Guthrie, who is 
black, with a bone tied to the top of his head. (9) 

On a recent visit to the U.S., Victor Espinoza, Leg « i 
Counsel to the CTN, stated that the CTN wants Nicaragua to 
to the three promised components o.. the original Sandinista 
political pluralism, a mixed acon^y, and non-alignment with my 
superpower. Since this has not been done, however, the Ctn las 
refused to join the official Sandinista government labor org.uii 
zation. 

CTN leaders say that as a result, members of their union are 
the first to be fired by state-owned companies, are frequently 
harassed, and arbitrarily arrested. Close to thirty of their 
members are currently in prison. flO) 

Nicaragua's independent Standing Ccmmuttee on Human Rights 
(CPDH) , for years a vociferous critic of human rights abuses by 
Somoza, assessed the position of workers in their latest annual 
report i 

"In summarizing what has happened in the field of labor 
in 1983, we sms t regard the situation from two standpoints. 
On one hand, we must examine the situation of independent 
labor organizations subjected to constant defamatory 
publicity, whose members have had to deal with a variety of 
problmas. On the other, we must consider a violation of 
labor rights that is suffered by all labor organizations, 
that is, the fact that Nicaragua d^s not allow strikes . 

"Although the government of Nicaragua has signed 
international agreements guaranteeing freedom for labor 
associations, complaints of labor repression «#ere constantly 
being filed with CPDH offices in Nicaragua in 1983 x 
y rests, threats of capture, harassyint, "mob** attacks and 
dismissals at every' level in the independent unions placed a 
heavy burden on tihese organizations in 1983,* 111) 

The rural sector has suffered most, according to the report. 
It cites "detention — in most cases from 3 to € months — and 
constant pressure and harassment to abandon the ranks of the 
labor union or became informers for State Security.* 

Urban tforlcers fare little better. The report continues: 

*Among city %«orkers affiliated with independent labor 
unions repression includes bexng summoned for interviews in 
which the worker is forced to sign 'pledges of cooperation* 
and of 'defensa of the revolutionary process*. Detention 
under such charges such as 'disrespect for authority* or 
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•boycotting production.’ In ^.t 

ar« relMB«d. they find they have lost their j<w»* ••• 
nuBber of violations of lebor freedoms increased in 
1983.* (12) 

Surrender to the State 

In Coisminist countries throughout the world, 

■erve not to advance the interests of the workers, but to serve 
SrSoUtiMl inMr.»t. ol tho rul.r*. Th.y ..rv. not to organ- 
?trikM but to forbid thM) not to inprov. tb. wag., and 
^Mflta but to restrain th«i, not to bargain colloctlvely on 
behalf of th. «K>rk«rs but to organlt. th. colUctlw. aubnlasion 
of the workers to their employers — the State. 

This same path is being pursued by the new Communist leader- 
ship of Nicaragua. The primary purpose of labor unions in 
today's Nicaragua is to assist in the forced transformation o 
society along the lines determined by the Sandinista leadership. 

Sandinista violations of workers' rights even Includes 
requiring workers to participate in work details, 

according to Benjamin Lanzas, a leader of the Superior Council of 
Private Enterprise (COSEP) . He said: 

"After working all day the people are 'volunteered' for 
special addnight to 5 a.m. neighborhood %»ork details, if 
they refuse, they are hounded by ^^.^^*^***** 
organized by the neighborhood Sandinist spies, the CDS 
(Cosdtes de Defense Sandinista) . These turbas then 
terrorize the worker's family, destroy the worker s 
property, and the worker is often denied his food ration 
card unless he is willing to repent.* (13) 

Existing independent trade unions are being harassed, their 
members blacklisted, threatened and sometimes jailed. Most of 
the unions and most of the union members in the country have been 
forced into Sandinista labor confederations subservient to the 
government . 

These confederations have supported the Nicaraguan govern- 
ment's ban on strikes, collaborating in the destruction of 
organized labor's most potent weapon. Collective bargaining has 
become a farce. (14) 

The AIFLD Episode: 1979-1981 


Soon after their takeover of Nicaragua in 1979, tlie FSLN 
became increasingly critical of the American Institu^ for 
Labor Development (AIPLD) presence in Nicaragua and of democratic 
unions such as the COS, an affiliate of the International Confed- 
eration of Pree Trade Onions. 
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It publicised in the press (various articles in Barricada ) 
that the jSplD operation was a CIA front, whose ^loyees were 
SSm •• trad. Sioniat. whll. ...kin, to ttnd.x«ln. th« revolu- 
tion Sandinlota .ffort. to di.cr«llt MFLO ^r«.nn.l and 

a. «11 a. throat, agaln.t th. CTS •''•"‘“/“y 

OOlLnatad in th. olo.in, ot th. hirLD office. Much of the cus 
leadership is now in exile. 

The CUS and other dea»cratic unions continue to be harassed 
to this day. The AIFLD office and its 

under conetant .urvelllanc.i tal^^honoa «.r. t>P^I and <Kca- 
sional, illegal searches and break-ins were carried out 
hours at the AIFLD office. Equipswnt and docu«entS were stolen 
during the break-ins and the contents of the docuMnts were later 
printed in Barricada . 

The AIFLD had established a revolving fund for ca^sino 
seaiinars froai which the campesinos could 

loan for their planting season to be repaid at harvest ti»e. 
AftSr the Tins were eade, the Sandinistas threatened the ^rrow- 
ers, persuading the* not to honor their debts, and eventually the 
revolving fund was bankrupt. 

In addition to public harassss^nt directed at AIFLD ai^ 
democratic unions, the Sandinistas enlisted the support of their 
newly created govem*ent labor federation, the C8T. The CST is 
affiliated with the Coanunist liorld Federation of Trade Unions 
(WFTU) , an organisation headed by the iron curtain countries an 
Cuba, headquartered in Prague. 

This was followed by a Sandinista order preventing the AIFLD 
country director fro* physically operating out of his office. In 
addition to isolating hi* from his staff, his pass]^rt 
confiscated for a period of approximately three months. ^It and 
entry visas %rere denied to prohibit his travel to regional labor 
meetings and to the U.S. 

Unable to carry out effectively a program of training and 
agricultural development for campesino unions, t^ director 

was withdrawn and the office was finally closed in 1981. 

The official repression carried out in the press, and 
through Sandinista trade unions affiliated with the CST, fore- 
closed U.S. opportunities to cooperate with democratic unions in 
SicIragS;. ^o time were any charges against A^ proven, nor 
was the Sandinista caag>aign of harassment ever embraced by the 
CUS or other desocratic unions fasd.liar with the AIFLD program in 
Nicaragua. 

A personal appeal to Sandinista leaders by the AIFLD 
director to discuss the aims and objectives of 

to-union program in Nicaragua went unanswered. The Sandini ita 
efforts to ^scredit AIFLD/U.S. forms of technical assistancf on 
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« ttnion*to-ttnion basis in Nicaragua ware nothing 8»ra than a 
prataxt for hostile actions against the U.S. 

Moreover r these actions were inconsistent with the claimed 
Sandinista policy of promoting free and democratic institutions 
in the aftermath of the Somoza rule. Further evidence of their 
actdal policy of opposition to free unions is seen in the Sandin- 
itta persecution of the Nicaraguan Workers Central, a non- 
Sandinista labor confederation, supported by the World Confed- 
eration of Labor (made up of European Christian trade unions) and 
its regional organization, CLAT. 

Repression of the Business Sector 

Nicaragua's private sector, organized under an U8d>rella 
organisation known as the Superior Council for Private Enterprise 
<COSEP) , has frequently complained that the radical policies 
pursued by the Sandinistas have created a lack of confidence in 
the country's political and econosdc future, elements vital for 
private investment. 

For such criticism, members of the Nicaraguan business 
community, who played an essential role in overthrowing Somoza 's 
government through its "crippling strikes,* have been portrayed 
as "counterrevolutionaries,” exploiting the masses. Because of 
this, they have been persecuted by the Sandinista security 
forces. 

This persecution includes the assassination of the vice 
president of COSEP, Jorge Salazar, who was shot to death by 
government security forces minutes after a staged "arms trans- 
fer.” The government justified the murder by calling him a 
"counterrevolutionary,” even though it admitted he was unarmed at 
the time of his death. 

Since this incident, thousands of businessmen, technicians, 
and professionals have fled Nicaragua. Onderstandably , 
businesses have suffered draamtic decreases in productivity. (15) 

On October 20, 1981, COSEP published an open letter criti- 
cizing Humberto Ortega's statement that the Sandinista government 
could "in a matter of hours," take over everything that "the 
bourgeoisie still possesses." The letter accused the government 
of egregious econo^c missianagement, and the Sandinista doctrine 
of Marxism-Leninism, for the count../ *s deepening economic crisis. 
(16) 


The Sandinista government quickly reacted to .this letter: by 
midnight of the same day, state security forces arrested four 
COSEP leaders in their homes for "violation of the economic and 
social emergency law." 

Three of those arrested were sentenced to seven mont itn i o 
jail on October 30. They were Enrique Dreyfus, Preside u: ot 
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rosKP Beniamin Lansaa, President of the Chamber of Ccmatruction,

The Nicaraguan government denied the charges and Dreyfus and 
his associates were later arrested. Many 

enterprise representatives are now in exile, due to restrictions 
by the Sandinlsta regime. (19)

aaainst COSEP* • representation of the private sector in 

tS Sandiniitas agreed only the ILO 

representation at the International Lel»r *^®"/*f*"®* 
where employers, workers and governments meet to formulate new 
labor etuidards and to review labor rights violations. (20) 

Following pressure from the International Organization ot 
Employers, the Sandinista government finally permitted 
nmZmrn’ t.o attend the 1983 ILO Conference. However, once at the 
S^JIrinca, Sya. laarnad that hi. .on h.d haan arra.tad by st.te 
Sacurlty agant. and that two of hi. bu.ina.... h.d b..n confia- 
cated by the government during his absence.
